the use of this system. First, in litera- 
ture you may make extracts at little ex- 
pence of time and paper, from books 
which cannot be obtained, either because 
of their high price or scarcity. 

Second, every compcser finds that fre- | 
quently his thoughts outstrip bis pen, and 
many embryo ideas perish as svon as they 
are conceived, there being no means for 
their dehvery, according to our present 
circuitous mode of writing. This short 
hand steps in and adds a sevenfold celer- 
ity to writing, enabling it to keep pace 
with invention, and by its reflex power, 
quichane the concept.onm, and delivery of 

uture thoughis. 

Third, itis ashort way of keeping 
copies of lettors and memoranda 
important events, To the clergy, to bar- 
ristera, and all who attend courts of law, 
to jouroalisis and travel'ers. the science 
invaluable, aod when fairly written, iv 
is more easily read than long hand.

STEPHENS WORKS ON CENTRAL 
AMERICA. 

We have lately perused with great interest, 

Stephens’ works on Central America, Chiapas, 

and Yucatan. 

Mr. Stephens published about two years ago, 
a very interesting work entitled ‘Incidents of 
travel in Central America, Chiapas and Yuca- 
tan,’ in which he details very many interesting 
circumstances, discovered the ruins of maguifi- 
cent cities, and from hieroglyphical representa- 
tions, sculpture and rich specimens of architec- 
ture, proved one important fact, which had been 
disputed by many of our sages; that America 
had once been peopled by « highly polished, 
civilized and scientific race, with whom the 
present aborigines could not compere.

PERSECUTION OF THE JEWS. 

It would seem-from the following, that there 
ja avery material difforence between Catho'i- 
eiem in Italy, and in the United States: and 
that while its advocates in this country cry loud 
for equal rights, and equal privileges, and pro- 
fees great reverence for republican institutions, 
that in Italy, where they possess the power, they 
ete most fierce and intolerant in their proscrip 
tons and persecutions; and whatever may be 
said concerning the more liberal views of Cath- 
olics in thie and the mother country, it is evi- 
dent, from the following, that they waat oaly 
the power to reinstate in England, and pat in 
force in this, or any other country, ell the dam- 
ning horrors of the “ Holy Inquisition” which 
bas been lately revived im Italy, im their base 
persecutions of the Jews. 

“ At the very moment when « spirit of tol- 
eration seemed to influence the feelings of so- 
ciety throughout the civilized world, we re- 
gret to perceive that the tribunals of the Pope 
are, in June, 1843, reviving at Rome and An- 
cona the very worst proscriptions of thet fell 
and sanguinary institute, the Inquicition, Jes 
will be seen by = perusal of the following doc- 
ument :— 

“ We, Fra Viecnzo Salina, of the Order of 
Predicatori, Master ian Theology, General 
Inquisitor in Ancona, Sinigeglia, Jesi, Osi- 
nio, Cingoli, Mecerats, Tolentino, Loreto, 
Recanati, and other towns and districts, &c. 
* It being deemed necessary to revive the full 

ebservance of the disciplinary laws relative to 
the lerselites residing Within our jurisdiction, 
and having hitherto without effect employed 
prayers and exhortations to obtain ebedience 
to those lows in the Ghetti (Jewries) of Anco- 
wa and Sinigaglia, authorized by the despatch 
of the Sacred and Supreme Inquisition of 
Rome, dated June 10th, 1843, expressly en- 
joining and commanding the observance of the 
decrees and pontifical constitutions, especially 
in respect to Christian nurees and domestic ser- 
vents, or to the sale of property either in tows 
or country distriets, purchased end possessed 
previously to 1827, as well as subsoquently to 
that period, we decree as follows:— 

1. From the interval of two months after 
the date of this day, all gipsy and Christian 
domestica, male and female, wh: ther employed 
by day or by night, most be dismissed fiom 
service im the said two Ghetti; and all Jews 
tesiding within our jurisdiction are expressly 
probibited frow employing any Christian puree, 
or availing themselves of the service of an) 
Christian in any domestic eccupation whatever, 
under pein of being immediately ‘punished ac 
cording to the pontifical decrees and co.sstitu- 
t 

“2. That all Jews, who may possess proper- 
ty, either im town or country, permenent or 
muvcable, or rents or interests, or any right in- 
volving shares in funded property, or ‘leased 
landed property, must within the term of three 
monthe from this day dispose of it by a positive 
aod real, aod not by any pretended or fictitious 
contract, Should this not be done within the 
time epecified, the Holy office is to sell the 
same by public auction, on proof of ibe annua! 
harvest being got ia. 

3. That no Hebrew nurses, and still less 
any Ilebrew family, shall inhabit the city, or 
reside io, or remove their property into, any 
tows or district where there is no Ghetto (place 
of residence for Jews;) and that such as may 
actually be therein conformacy to the laws 
must return to their respective Ghetto within 
the peremplory period of six months, otherwise 
they will be proceeded against sccurding to the 
tenor of the law. 

4. That, especially in any city where there 
is a Ghetto, no Hebrew must presume to atso- 
ciate at table with Ggristians, either ia public 
heuses or ordinaries, out of the Gheuo. 

“5. Thatin a city which hase Ghetto, no 
Hebrew shall sleep out of the liraclite quarter, 
nor make free to enter into familiar. conversa- 
tion ina Christman house. 

That no Hebrew take the liberty, 
under any pretext whatever, to induce male 
Christians, and etill lees female Christians, to 
sleep within the boundaries of the Gheite. 

**7, That so Hebrew ebal!l hire Christians, 
even only by the day, to work in their houses 
in the Ghetto. 

“6. That no Hebrew, either male or fomale, 
shall frequent the houses of Christians, or 
maintsin friendly relations with Christian men
